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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


The  Missouri  Elderly  and  Handicapped  Transportation  Assistance  Program 
(MEHTAP)  was  created  in  1978  by  208.260  RSMo.  This  program  helps 
subsidize  operating  losses  of  local  nonprofit  organizations  providing 
transportation  services  to  elderly  and  handicapped  Missourians.  In  2015, 
the  MEHTAP  program  was  funded  through  state  general  revenues  and  the 
state  transportation  fund  and  requires  matching  federal,  local,  or  private 
funds. 

In  state  fiscal  year  2015,  156  local  organizations  started  out  participating  in 
the  $2,432,783  program;  by  the  end  of  June,  that  number  went  down  to  155. 
These  special  transportation  providers  delivered  4,349,980  passenger  trips 
and  expended  $35,914,847  in  local  funds  along  with  state  assistance.  State 
funds  comprised  7%  of  their  total  transportation  expenses. 

Fifty-three  percent  (53%)  of  program  funds  were  expended  in  the 

St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Springfield  metro  areas.  The  remaining  funds 

(47%)  were  expended  in  the  balance  of  the  state. 

Ninety-one,  91,  of  the  program’s  156  grantees  were  located  outside  the  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Springfield  metro  areas.
